Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant proposes to amend the claims to recite the concept that 
the cyclic olefin resin (COC) is employed in the film, either in a blend with polyoleftn in a single layer, or as the layer 
composition of a multi-layer thermoformable film. Such recitation would be deemed to overcome the rejection since the 
base reference Oda et al employs the resin as a sole constituent of the layer, and only then in lamination with other 
polyolefins. Any and all responses will be given full consideration.
